A NEW IDEA. 


The Connecticut legislature has a now 


idea in regard to railway passes which 
will attract the attention of the.public 
generally, A bill-has been introduced to 
compel all'railways in that state to give 
;he judges, state officers and -members of 
tho legislature, passes over all the rail- 
ways in the state. The principle at tho 
bottom of this movement is that the per- 
sons receiving passes under tho provis- 
ion of 'the. proposed law. would .be, under 
no obligations to'tbe railway companies, 
and could consequently, it is argued,-lose, 
neither their independence nor their self-' 
respect by .accepting .the favors. There 
is more sound 'reason in this position 
khan many will at fifst.suppose. 


Heretofore legislatures have attempted 


to enact 
laws prohibiting 
judges, 


state offioers,.and members oE the legis- 
lature'from-acceptiug 'passes from' rull- 
wap companies. . Bat "a law of... this ;lund; 
would b'ea sort of stigma" up'oiT'aH tte 
persons prohibited from receiving a.cour- 
;esy from railways. It would be nothing 
less"tFau'.a'direct, attack"on tlieir integ- 
rity. . It'would .bV. virtually, -saying to 
;hem, ''You cannot accept ft pass from a 
railway company without losing your 
independence and-misrepresenting your 
constituents,' and therefore' this law is 
enacted that you may-retain -your -man- 
hood." There is more sound sense in the • 
Connecticut movement than in those that 
have sought to prohibit members of' the. 
egislature from taking a free ride on 
railways. It makes a man strong to throw 
som« responsibility upon him. Let him 
retain the right to accept a railway-pass. 
if be wants one, but hold him to- a-atric* 
account in his action between tho people 
and the companies.

The Original Clothes-Wringer. 


In September, 1848, the forerunner of 


the clothes-wringer appeared in a wash- 
ing-ffl.iclime patent wliich claimed sim- 
ply ''the combination ol the conictil 
rollers with the hinged platform, for the 
purpose of rubbing clothes and .squeezing1 
the wnLer out of them as herein de- 
scribed." Tlie patent expired in 1862, 
but the Commissioner, under the law as. 
thea existing, in 18C2 gave it a ,:seven: 
years extension,;which carried: it. doiyn: 
to 1869. In 18C1, however, the-holders 
of this patent surrendered it for a re- 
.issue, which restated the original claim 
and added two new ones.ithe more, im- 
portant being "the combination and use 
of elastic rollers- which shall readily 
yield to any inequalities of the clothes 
passing through them and - thereby, pre- 
vent injury," etc. Here, as will be ob- 
served, the idea of- elastic rollers came 
in: for lhe:-firsc time. In 1863, only 
eighteen "months later, this reissued 
patent was itself surrendered in ex- 
change for ano.tlier, which went, further, 
and introduced a new. and broad.claim, 
thus: 
"The application,of india-rubber 


or other elastic gum impervious '..to 
water, substantially in the,..manner 
and for the purposes described;.to-.the 
rolls of'machines for washingt''-'aiid, 
squeezing clothes.-1 This, as-'svillTondily.^ 
be seen, is a claim covering broadly ancL 
fnlly the foundation of tlie" modern' 
clothes-wringer, .ind if it could'be sus- 
tained and have a number of .years to run 
it would be worth a largo fortune. But 
there was not oven a 'hint of an . elastic 
roller in the original patent of-1848, and 
that was for a washer, and not a wringer; 
then a reissue got in a claim for elastic 
rollei's, and. the reissued reissue '"took 
in" the substance of the wringerwithout 
even a grimace. Congress has recently 
been asked, ostensibly in the.interest of., 
the heirs of the original patent;to revive 
and extend it. Congress has not 'done 
so; and- if it had there can be little, doubt 
that, in. tlie-light of Supreme Court de- 
cisions on dishonest reissues, the parties' 
concerned would soon (ind thamselvcH'sut 
back to the ground covered in .1848.. 
It is, of'course, aggravating, to. huriain 
nature to think of what we lost in Wall 
Street'last mon th.'by-' not ddin^j \yhat 
would have'.been done had foresight been 
equal:to 'hiiidsight.-and it is notto" be' 
supposcdithat nicn: .will refivain from ex- 
panding.their patents to coyer desirable 
things which 'they certainly -would have 
claimed at the time if tney."ha'd;only 
thought of: them,-provided, the. Patent 
OJlico.: will only be accommodating 
enough, The';case related'hereJn'fa opat.;
